I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1965. 

In  genera]  it  can  be  said  that  our  health  statistics  are  of  the  same 
order  as  those  of  last  year.  There  are  exceptions  which  must  be  mentioned. 
The  deaths  from  lung  cancer  have  risen  from  19  last  year  to  36  this  year 
{32  of  these  were  men).  Secondly  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  risen  from 
18.3  to  24.5.  This  increase  is  accounted  for  mainly  by  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  under  1  month  of  age  from  prematurity.  Thirdly  there  was 
a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  which  amounted  to  14.7 
of  live  births.  This  figure  has  only  been  exceeded  once  before  and  that  was 
in  1943  when  the  percentage  was  15.  The  only  other  occasion  when  the  figure 
approached  this  was  in  1917  when  it  was  13%. 

I  had  occasion  to  investigate  this  problem  in  I960.  Unfortunately 
owing  to  the  way  in  which  births  are  recorded,  it  is  not  possible  to  get 
complete  information  about  births  in  a  particular  area. 

Pinal ly  X  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  a  familiar 
problem.  There  are  now  8,690  people  over  65  in  Scarborough, i* e»  about  20% 
of  the  population.  In  1951  the  percentage  was  15® 7%.  The  main  concern  of 
the  Corporation  in  regard  to  the  problem  is,  of  course  housing, the  service 
which  is  of  fundamental  importance  in  the  case  of  the  aged.  No  medical  or 
welfare  service  for  the  aged  can  operate  effectively  unless  the  old  folks 
are  suitably  housed. 

During  the  1 ast  few  years  it  has  come  to  be  recognised  that  one  of 
the  greatest  dangers  to  the  aged  is  “hypothermia®  =  prolonged  exposure  to 
subnormal  temperatures.  There  is  only  one  really  effective  method  of 
avoiding  this  and  that  is  a  built-in  automatic  heating  system.  In  the 
Council0 s  last  scheme,  this  has  been  done.  This  must  be  regarded  as  a 
major  step  forward  and  one  which  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  old  folk 
who  live  in  the  flats. 
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My  report9  as  usual  included  contributions  from  the  Borough 
Engineers  the  Water  Engineer  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Medical 
Baths  for  which  I  have  pleasure  in  recording  my  thanks. 

The  Committee  will  no  doubt  remember  that  the  move  to  our 
new  offices  took  place  in  September,  1965.  Thanks  to  the  co=oper= 
ation  of  all  the  staff  and  some  expert  furniture  removing  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  rodent  operatives, the  move 
was  accomplished  with  very  little  interruption  to  the  work  of  the 
dep  ar tmen t .

MEDICAL  BATHS 


The  Establishment  continues  to  provide  a  service  for  the  administration 
of  skilled  physical  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  profession, 
who  give  an  encouraging  measure  of  support,,  The  title  continues  to  be  a 
misnomer  as  the  number  of  patients  treated  by  douches,  sprays,  baths  etc., is 
but  a  small  proportion  of  the  who] e,  The  greater  number  of  patients  attending 
were  of  the  middle  and  older  age  groups  exhibiting  the  degenerative  conditions 
of  Rheumatic  Aetiology.  The  fees  charged  are  within  the  means  of  all  classes 
of  the  community,  and  the  increasing  number  of  people  participating  in  the 
various  Health  Insurance  schemes  indicates  a  continued  demand  for  treatment 
outside  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

There  has  been  difficulty  in  obtaining  qualified  staff  during  the  yearB 
but  we  have  been  helped  by  part-time  assistance  from  married  ladies  during 
the  summer  months.  This  will  probably  be  the  pattern  for  some  time  to  come, 
as  there  is  a  chronic  shortage  of  full-time  physiotherapists  in  this  area. 

TURKISH  BATHS 

Staffing  problems  have  also  been  present  during  the  year,  and  this  has 
been  reflected  in  the  lowest  attendance  for  some  years.  Adequate  staff  has 
now  been  obtained,  and  the  service  should  be  restored  to  normal  in  the  future. 

SLIPPER  BATHS 

The  total  number  of  people  using  this  service  is  decreasing  as  the 
years  go  by,  due  to  the  demolition  of  the  older  properties  in  the  town,  and 
the  re-housing  in  more  modern  accommodation.  The  attendance  has  halved  in 
the  last  ten  years.

Home  Help  Service

evidence)  to  render  temporary  assistance  In  the  homes  of  applicants 
in  the  following  categories, 

(i.)  Women  having  domiciliary  confinement, 

(ii)  Persons  requiring  help  because  of  sickness  or  pregnancy 

of  housewife  or  her  absence  in  hospital' 

(iii)  Other  cases  of  acute  Illness,  particularly  of  children 

where  there  is  a  number  of  healthy  children  to  be 
cared  for,  and 

(iv)  Aged  persons  or  chronic  sick  persons  who  are  unable  to 
obtain  admission  to  hospital. 
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Ambulance  Service 


An  Ambulance  Depot  (open  day  and  night)  is  maintained  at  Dean  Road, 
Scarborough,  where  Ambulance  Service  facilities  are  available  on  request 
by  Hospital  Medical  Staff,  General  Practitioners,  Police  Officers  and, in 
cases  of  sudden  emergency,  members  of  the  public* 


After-care  of  Tuberculosis  and  other  illnesses 


By  arrangement,  the  Scarborough  and  District  Council  of  Social  -S-er^ 
vice  provides,  on  behalf  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  after-care 
facilities  for  tuberculosis  patients  as  well  also  for  those  suffering 
from  other  illnesses® 

Additional  bedding,  clothing,  etc®,  can  be  provided  and  loan  of 
sick  room  equipment  obtained,  on  recommendations  by  doctors  and  or  dis= 
trict  nurses. 


Blood  Transfusion  Sessions 

Roscoe  Rooms  Clinic  was  made  available  for  use  by  the  National  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  during  the  year  by  permission  of  the  County  Council. 
In  1965  sessions  were  held  on  12  days*  In  Sept  ember  these  premises  were 
vacated  and  the  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  obtained  other  accoi= 
mod  at  ion. 


Family  Planning  Association 

The  Scarborough  Family  Planning  Clinic  hold  Sessions  at  Northway

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year.  The  vacant  post  of  an 
Inspector  was  advertised,  without  success. 

Routine  work  continued,,  a  further  inroad  being  made  with  the  in  so  ec 
tions  necessary  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963® 
Although  many  applications  to  register  office  and  shop  premises  had  been 
received  during  the  year,  it  was  obvious  that  there  were  a  number  of 
premises  where  the  employers  had  not  made  applications  to  have  the  premises 
registered®  The  Inspectors  were  dealing  with  that  matter  by  a  routine 
inspection  of  offices  and  shops  on  a  street=by  street  basis*  Warnings  had 
been  given  to  employers  who  had  not  registered  their  premises. 

The  housing  survey  proceeded  in  a  central  area,  the  results  again 
showing  the  desirability  of  undertaking  this  work.

The  two  rodent  operators  dealt  with  319  complaints  of  infestation 
received  during  the  year.  2,954  were  made  to  dwelling-houses,  business 
premises  etc. 

The  Corporation  Tip  and  allotments,  and  the  Harbour  and  Piers  were 
subject  to  regular  inspection  and  baiting.  The  sewers  in  the  Borough  were 
treated  three  times  during  the  year8  the  poison  used  being  f 1 uor acet am i de. 
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The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  responsible  for  special  inspections 
of  premises  found  to  be  infested*  They  generally  supervise  the  work  of 
the  rodent  operators,  taking  charge  where  defective  drains  or  building 
structures  are  found.  Routine  visits  to  food  premises  include  a  survey 
for  rodents  and  other  insect  pests. 

A  summary  of  the  work  is  given  in  the  following  report  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.
